N our fourth Chapter we prepound, what manner of - 
Events ſhall happen, and choſe whether good or evill, 
and of what nature in every kind. This judgement is 
derived from the nature of the Planets who have moſt 
fortitudes, who are poſited in the chiefeſt places of heaven, and 
from their Commixtion amongſt themſelves, and in thoſe pla- 
ces of the heaven in which they are beheld to be.

and influence, as if we diſcourſed of their Influxive quality 
and nature in generall, and not of the ftarres 3 Nor un the 
commxcions onely of the Planers,do I underſtand their Con- 
grefles, but the like natures allo of others, whether fixed Riars, 
or places of the Zodiack, according to the before-menuoned 
familiarities with the Planets, 

It Sarwrn be che only Lord, he induceth corruptions cauſed 
by cold; but if che milchief be only diſperſed among 'men ; ir 
cauſeth long dileaſes, as Pinings, Conſumptions, Fluxes, the 
perturbations of humid diſeaſes, the catching of quarrane 
Agues ; as alſo baniſhment, want , difireſſes through the 
means of evill men, griefs, cerrours, deaths; and all chele efpe+ 
cially to thoſe who are fricken in years. The Beaſts alſo, 
which are molt uſefull to man, ſhall be deſtroyd by 1t;and men 
by uling them, when chey are corrupt, will dy. Moreover, the 
ayr ſhall for the moſt part ſir up froſts, and cloudy, bleak and 
peſtilent blaſts, being extreamly cold, therefore ir (elf is alſo 
troubled, ore-{pread with clouds, and dark ; Whence will en- 
ſue noylome and hurtfull ſhowres, ſuch as ſhall ce hving 
creatures hurtfull ro mankind, In Rivers, a — 
the Sea will ariſe tempeſts that ſhall cauſe the wracks of Na- 
vies, their voyages being unfortunate, Fiſh will die, eſpecially 
in the Sea, the waters {hall be backward and forward, over- 
whelming all, Rivers ſhall be overflown, and the chiefeſt' and

If Afr be the onely Lord, he cauſes generally deftruRion 
by reaſon of his drought, Bur properly among men he raites 
Wars, inward ſeditions, the taking ot Ciries, deftruRtion, tu- 
mults, rebellions, the indignation of Princes towards their ſub» 
jects, and for that realon unexpected ſlaughrers, 

Moreover, he induceth burming diſeaſes , tertian Agues; 
eruptions of the blood, acute diicaſes, violent deaths, and 
that elpecially of young men. As alſo combuſtions mur- 
thers, impiettes, injuries Violence, rapine. robbery, The con- 
fticurion of the ayr will be extream hor, cauſing hot, peltilen- 
tiall and corruptive: blaſts ; There will be alſogreat droughts, 
thunder, and flames of firefall from heaven : At Sea unexpe- 
Red wracks by reafon-of tempeſts and rhunder-bolts ; Riyers 
and Springs ſhall be dried up: and eſpecially the waters neceſ- 
fary for drink ſhall fail. and all other things uſefull and neceſ- 
fary to man as CatteH, Plants. and Fruits will be corrupted, 
partly by exceſſive heat , partly by ſhowres and ill winds, And
